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Dalton eclipses another milestone, 
Big Blue teams in All ‘A’ title chase 

Minds in Clinton County are turned to basketball as we continued 
through the 2014-15 season, and two new milestone numbers were reached 
and surpassed in recent games. New all-time leading boys’ basketball scor¬ 
er Keifer Dalton continues to add to his scoring total, surpassing the 2000 
point mark in the All ‘A’ Classic regional tournament 79-43 win against 
Todd County Central on Monday night in Elkton. In the Bulldogs’ 68-45 
win last week over Cumberland County in Burkesville, head boys’ coach 
Todd Messer led his team to his 200th career victory, 165 of which have 
been won during his nine seasons at Clinton County. 

Both the Lady Bulldogs and the Bulldogs are chasing an All ‘A’ Classic 
4th Region championship title this week, with the Lady Bulldogs, 18-3, fac¬ 
ing Cumberland County on Wednesday night in Burkesville in a 7:45 p.m. 
tip-off game, while the Bulldogs, 14-6, will face Cumberland County in All 
4 A’ semi-final competition at Burkesville on Thursday night in a game set to 
begin at about 7:30 p.m. 


Fiscal court takes first step to 
raise occupational tax rate 


Clinton County Liscal Court, on a 4-2 
vote, took the first in a series of steps that 
may eventually lead to the county’s Oc¬ 
cupational Tax rate going up by .50 cents, 
from the current .75 percent to a recom¬ 
mended 1.25 percent. 

The proposed increase would mean 
that for every $100 an employee earns, 
he or she would see a deduction taken 
from their paycheck in the amount of 
$1.25. 

At the current .75 percent rate, that 
worker now has .75 taken from their pay- 


check. 

The Occupational Tax issue was the 
last item of business on the agenda at the 
regular meeting of the fiscal court last 
Thursday evening, January 15. All court 
members were on hand. 

Judge/Executive Richard Armstrong, 
in his first regular meeting since becom¬ 
ing judge earlier this month, recommend¬ 
ed the increase, starting the conversation 
on the issue by saying “all or most of the 
OT revenue is going to fund the EMS and 
jail.” 


County Treasurer Dallas Sidwell 
agreed with the judge’s assessment of the 
county’s financial condition, saying that 
revenues were going down while (coun¬ 
ty) government expenses are going up. 
He said the county is constantly having 
to transfer money from fund to fund, bor¬ 
row and pay back, adding there were few 
ways to get extra revenue. 

Sidwell continued by saying the origi¬ 
nal rate several years ago was sufficient,

In other fiscal court matters, it's business as usual 


After holding two brief special meet¬ 
ings to get the new year underway, Clin¬ 
ton County Fiscal Court held its first 
regular session last Thursday evening, 
January 15 in the upstairs courtroom at 
the courthouse with all members present. 

The court first approved the coun¬ 
ty clerk’s and sheriff’s office budgets 
for this year, both which mirrored the 
amounts from 2014. 

The court then approved the monthly 


and quarterly treasurer’s reports, expen¬ 
diture and receipt transfers to the EMS 
and jail funds and voted to pay claims 
and bills. 

Judge/Executive Richard Armstrong 
then reviewed some road department 
personnel, taking note of three employ¬ 
ees and recommending a $ 1 per hour pay 
increase to each. He said two of the road 
department employees had been with the 
county for a few years now and were not 


receiving the same rate and another has 
completed his 90-day trial period. Mag¬ 
istrate Hershell Key made a motion to 
grant the pay increase for the three em¬ 
ployees, and further to review other em¬ 
ployees’ rates on a regular basis. 

Some Industrial Development Au¬ 
thority board members—Keith McWhort¬ 
er, Jim Soma, Crystal Irwin and Barney

Clinton County Board of Education 
held its regular meeting Monday evening 
with four of five members present and a 
light agenda for its initial session of the 
year. 

Superintendent Charlotte Bernard first 
presented a gift of appreciation to each 
board member in observance of Board 
Member’s Appreciation Month. 

The board then unanimously re-ap¬ 
pointed Paula Key and Junior Cecil as 
Board Chairperson and Vice-Chairman 
for a two year period, effective January 
1 of this year. 


Georgia Rigney, Director of Food Ser¬ 
vices, then presented the 2014-15 District 
Health and Wellness Plan. She noted the 
committee that put together the plan was 
chaired by Tyonia Sinclair and that only 
minor changes were made, but did also 
say that the district’s Health and Wellness 
Plan was one of the best in the state. 

Following the presentation, the board 
voted unanimously to approve the docu¬ 
ment. 

The board then approved minutes 
from previous meetings, approved be¬ 
tween meeting disbursements, voted to 


approve claims and bills and granted a 
maternity leave for Sarah Gosser through 
February 13 and a non-paid leave of ab¬ 
sence for Lisa Savage through May 15. 

Finance Director Mike Reeves then 
gave the monthly finance report as well 
as reviewing with the board the draft 
budget for 2015-16. 

Reeves noted the draft budget, which 
requires no action and is the first of three 
budgets the board deals with in a calen¬ 
dar year, was basically a carryover from

I just don’t know what 
would be sufficient to say about 
the woman who taught me to 
read. 

Sometimes children just take 
to reading at a very young age. 
Others, such as me, have a hard¬ 
er time getting started. When I 
began the first grade at Albany 
Elementary School, (Cross in 
1963 - Gibson in 1964), I could 
not read. However, Dorlese 
Shelley, with the help of “Tip” 
and “Mitten”, taught me that 
opening a book was opening a 
door to a brave new world. 

Dorlese Shelley died this 
past week at 88. She was 
the quintessential first grade 
teacher. She had taught in the 
rural schools of Clinton County, 
including Willen and Glidewell 
schools for several years, but 
in the mid-1950s, she moved to 
the Albany Graded School (for 
those of you younger than 30, 
that was a part of what later was 
known as the Old High School). 
Then in 1962, the new Albany 
Elementary was completed on 
the Burkesville Road, and “Miss 
Shelley” as she was known to 
her students, moved out there 
with the other primary teach¬ 
ers, including fellow first grade 
teachers Miss Noreen Sell (still 
going strong herself) and Miss 
Lucille Gibson. There were a 
lot of “Misses” who taught in 
elementary school. 

I can remember a lot about 
Miss Shelley’s first grade. I had 
been to Kindergarten, back in 
the day when the Albany Wom¬ 
en’s Club operated it at the VFW 
Building and Adele Lawson was 
the teacher. This first grade was 
much different - this was real 
“books”. We had a lunch room, 
and recess and everything. I 
thought the sixth graders at the 
far end of the hall were so big. I 
remember thinking Miss Shelley 
was so old (she was 36). 

Dorlese Shelley taught us to 
be nice to each other, to recite 
the Pledge of Allegiance, not to 
cut line, to clean up the messes 
we made and how to hold a 
pencil (most of us didn’t know 
how to do that either). She 
also stressed the importance of 
not chewing on your wooden 
pencils, less you ran the risk of 
contracting the dreaded ailment 
“pencilitis”. 

If we misbehaved, we would 
receive the ultimate punish¬ 
ment - she would bend back 
the palm of your hand and take 
her ruler and embarrass us by 
administering a bit of discipline. 
Miss Shelley would administer 
that dose of palm stinging to 
any student who crossed the 
line - boy or girl, it didn’t mat¬ 
ter. I remember the first time 
I witnessed this, the offender 
was one of the girls in our first 
grade class, and the tears flowed 
and her head stayed down on 
her desk for what seemed like 
an eternity. I’m sure I vowed to 
never end up being on the wrong 
end of that experience - but that 
didn’t last long either. In fact, 

I might have been the student 
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with the reddest set of palms 
when the year was over. 

Even as an adult, you were 
careful not do anything to upset 
her, or you might get your hand 
smacked by that intimidating 
ruler she might pull out. I now 
wonder if she carried a ruler 
around in her purse as long as 
she was able, just like some 
folks want to carry a pistol 
whether they need one or not. 

I can’t remember that many 
of the names in my class, but I 
can remember at least four of 
them became teachers them¬ 
selves. I remember Miss Shelley 
would read us a Bible story 
every day. Too bad they can’t 
do that now. 

We had a great school. It was 
nearly brand new. Mr. Rodell 
McFall was the principal and all 
of the town kids went there and 
some children from out in the 
county whose parents wanted 
their child to attend the consoli¬ 
dated school 

I remember the November 
afternoon that Miss Shelley was 
called outside and she came 
in and told us President Ken¬ 
nedy had been shot; then just 
before school was let out, that 
he had died. We knew President 
Kennedy. He was the leader 
of our country. He had a little 
girl our age, and a little boy. I 
remember all the grown-ups be¬ 
ing sad. I also remember when 
death visited the home of one 
of our classmates. This death 
stuff didn’t seem right to a first 
grader. 

But back to Miss Shelley. 

She was so devoted to us. It was 
clear to her that teaching was 
more than a job, and she was 
passionate about it. No wonder 
so many school teachers were 
influenced by her. She taught 
for over 40 years, into the 1990s. 
Then for many more years she 
was the substitute that everyone 
looked forward to seeing, as she 
would bring in a little gift to the 
children each day. 

In later years, when she 
would see one of her former 
students, you would see a smile 
come across her face, and she 
would take you back to the first 
grade immediately, and she was 
again “Miss Shelley”, it didn’t 
matter if you were six feet tall or 
weighed over 200 pounds, you 
suddenly felt like a first grader 
again. 

Miss Shelley wasn’t a 
frequent visitor to the Clinton 
County News office, but she 
stopped in once or twice a year 
- at least when her subscription 
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needed to be renewed. It didn’t 
matter what I was doing at the 
time, when I heard her voice, 
everything was dropped and I 
headed to the front counter to 
spend a few minutes with Miss 
Shelley. I remember thinking 
every time that it was remark¬ 
able how far I had to bend down 
just to give her that hug. 

On what was likely one of 
her last visits to the office, as I 
was chatting with her, I glanced 
down and noticed a wooden 
ruler laying next to the pens, 
pencils and calculator - a ruler is 
a common tool in this business. 

I picked it up and immediately 
had her attention, as I gave my 
own palm a quick slap, produc¬ 
ing a loud popping noise that 
brought back memories to both 
of us. “Remember that” I asked 
with a grin and she quickly 
replied “I’m so sorry” and just 
as quick I looked right into those 
little eyes with a smile on my 
face and said - “No - thank you” 
There was another hug and a big 
laugh. 

In her later years I remember 
seeing her with her boyfriend 
(Miss Shelley has a boyfriend? - 
later her husband) Jim Stockton 
in a big white Cadillac convert¬ 
ible, with the top down, cruising 
through Albany, her hair blow¬ 
ing underneath that scarf, with 
a big smile on her face. To me, 
she looked like she was having 
as much fun as a first grader at 
recess. 

On one visit, I made a com¬ 
ment about how great her car 



looked as I peered out our office 
window at the white “boat” 
sitting out front, Jim perched 
patiently behind the wheel wait¬ 
ing on Miss Shelley to finish 
her business inside. She urged 
me to go on out and look it over 
because Jim loved to show it 
off. He did, from front to back, 
pointing out the fine, red leather 
interior more than once. Then 
Miss Shelley came back outside, 
and in an instant, they were back 
on the road. 

Albany was a great place for 
kids to grow up in those days, 
there were a lot of common 
denominators amongst us, and 
Miss Shelley was one of those 
for many. She loved every 
student that she ever taught and 
we all loved her, too. It took a 
long time to realize how special 
she was.

Let's Go Soul Winning

A few days ago here in the First Baptist Church of Hammond we had 
what was to be a very blessed experience. We have so many of them, but 
this was unusually blessed, I think. We have a doctor in our church who is 
a heart specialist. In fact, he is one of the leading heart surgeons in this part 
of the country. He comes to our services regularly. Of course, many times 
he has to leave early because of emergency cases, for when one deals with 
the hearts of men, whether physically or spiritually, he has a tremendous 
obligation and responsibility resting upon his own shoulders. 

A few days ago on a Sunday morning this heart surgeon in our church 
walked down the isle and had with him a fine looking gentleman. They 
came to the alter and he said, "Pastor, I won this man to Christ in my office." 

I thought that was a wonderful, wonderful thing. He said, "He is one of my 
patients. I won him to Christ." 

One thing that blessed me about that was that this man had had heart 
surgery eight times! I do not know if the man is cured physically, as far as 
his heart ailment is concerned, but after the eighth heart surgery, the doctor 
said, "Sir, let me talk to you about your soul," and won him to Christ in his 
office. 

That reminded me of a sweet experience we had when I was pastor in 
Garland, Texas. One of our deacons was a chiropractor. One Sunday morn¬ 
ing we were having the invitation and down the aisle came a man who said, 
"I want to receive Christ as my Saviour. I am a doctor. (He owns a giant 
clinic in Garland, Texas.) I want to be saved." 

I said, "That's wonderful. Praise the Lord! One of the leading doctors in 
our area wants to be saved." I always have had our deacons to deal with the 
converts, so I mentioned for the next deacon in line to come and talk to this 
leading doctor. I said, "Deacon, would you pray with this man? He wants 
to be saved." 

They knelt at the alter, and suddenly I started laughing in my heart. The 
deacon was a chiropractor, and you know the reputation they have with 
some medical doctors! The chiropractor was leading the medical doctor to 
Jesus Christ. You talk about "the wolf and the lamb lying down together"! 
Now, I did not say which was the wolf. 

That reminded me of a sweet little experience we had here at First Baptist. 
A number of years ago a man came down the aisle to receive Christ as his 
Saviour. He too was a doctor. He, his wife and young daughter were saved 
that morning. They moved away from our city, and the little nine-year-old 
girl couldn't find a church she liked at all. She had a hard time getting 
adjusted in anybody's church down in Champaign, Illinois. Finally, they 
got home one Sunday after visiting a church and her father asked her if she 
liked that church. She said, "No, I didn't like that church." 

Well, her father, the doctor, asked, "Why didn't you like the church?" 

She said, "Because I like Brother Hyles and First Baptist Church of Ham¬ 
mond, I like the way the pastor stands behind the pulpit and all the 'de¬ 
mons' sit down on the front," (She was talking about "deacons.") 

Then I thought about that faithful doctor in our church. Dr. Streeter, who 
has had a bus route for many years. He goes out to the ghetto areas in this 
great Calumet-Chicagoland area and brings boys and girls and teenagers to 
Jesus Christ. I was thinking about the people he sends through Hammond 
Baptist Schools and the way he goes out soul winning week after week. 

All these things were brought to my attention because a heart surgeon 
worked on the "heart of hearts" for one of his patients.

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the current year’s budget and to¬ 
tals are projected to be about the 
same overall. He also noted the 
two percent salary increase for 
employees, including benefits, 
were added into the total. 

The finance director projected 
the district would have to make 
up for about $140,000 due to 
the wage increase because even 
though SEEK funding did in¬ 
crease slightly, it was only about 
$100,000 and did not cover all 
the added expenses. 

Overall, he noted he was 
pleased with the financial con¬ 
dition of the district and noted 
that tax revenues collected were 
about $1.4 million. 

Board chairperson Paula Key 
then gave the monthly personnel 
report, as follows: 

* Certified resignation: Josh¬ 
ua Moons, teacher at CCMS. 

* Certified hired: Joshua 
Moons, GEAR-UP Academic 
Specialist; Mark Neal, teacher; 
Kayla Kriek, head volleyball 
coach, all at the middle school;

The board then voted to re¬ 
hire Lindsey Bell as board at¬ 
torney for the next two years and 
approved a resolution to employ 
Chenoweth Law Office for legal 
services on an as needed basis. 

Also approved was attendance 
of board members and superin¬ 
tendent for mandatory training 


to the Kentucky School Boards 
Association annual conference; 
a nonresident pupil contract with 
Cumberland County Schools for 
the 2015-16 school year; and an 
overnight trip for the high school 
cheerleaders to Myrtle Beach, 
South Carolina (cheer competi¬ 
tion) March 20-22. 

Director of Pupil Person¬ 
nel Julie York gave the atten¬ 
dance report for the fifth month 
of school. Attendance for the 
month was 92.29 compared with 
93.32 the same month a year 
ago. However, York said she was 
relatively pleased considering 
the weather and sickness across 
the area during the month, which 
entailed December 5 through 
January 12. 

The school with the highest 
attendance for the month was 
Albany Elementary at 93.28 and 
also, enrollment continues to be 
up by 25 students, at 1,755 com¬ 
pared to 1,730 through the same 
month a year ago. 

Superintendent Charlotte 
Bernard then gave her monthly 
report, noting the schools have 
continued working on evalua¬ 
tions and student academic in¬ 
tervention programs. Also, in 
noting she was “not a meteorolo¬ 
gist,” she said school was called 
off a couple of times this year 
after driving roads during winter 
weather and dismissing schools 
during those periods were a mat¬ 
ter of student safety. 

The final item of business 
was a closed session to discuss 
pending litigation in James C. 
Thaxton and Michael P. Sinclair 
v. Clinton County Board of Edu¬ 
cation, et al, presently in the U.S. 
District Court, Western District 
of Kentucky in Bowling Green. 

Upon returning to open ses¬ 
sion, no action was taken and the 
meeting was adjourned. 

The next meeting of the 
school board will be a work ses¬ 
sion on Thursday, February 12 
followed by its regular meeting 
on Monday, February 16. The 
work session will be at 4:30 and 
the board meeting at 5 p.m., both 
at the Central Office and both 
open to the general public. 
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Latham were reappointed, but 
not before a brief discussion on 
the issue. 

Judge Armstrong noted that 
the aforementioned names were 
the only ones submitted to him 
for consideration. 

Magistrate Ricky Craig, how¬ 
ever, stated again he felt mem¬ 
bers of not only the IDA, but 
other county appointed boards, 
should change from time to time, 
without having the same mem¬ 
bers serve over and over. This led 
the court to request that county 
attorney Michael Rains review 
the board appointment process 
and review the ordinance created 
setting board appointments. 

Judge Armstrong then told the 
court that at a recent meeting with 
state officials, he had learned that 
due to lower gas prices and other 
reasons, the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation budget 
this year was expected to be over 
$120 million less this year. He 
noted this would mean less state 
road money for all Kentucky 
counties over the next four years, 
estimating a total loss over that 
time in Clinton County at about 
$ 120 , 000 . 

Armstrong further said state 
officials had estimated it would 
take up to six years to get back to 
where funding was just last year. 

Armstrong then asked out¬ 
going county road foreman Jim 
Penny cuff to discuss the needs of 


the road department, pertaining 
to equipment. 

Pennycuff said the county 
has had, with the exception of a 
couple of pieces, the same equip¬ 
ment they have had for years. He 
suggested the county possibly re¬ 
place just one piece of equipment 
each year to help keep the fleet 
needed to do the work. He spe¬ 
cifically noted the county needed 
a new grader. 

The discussion of the needs 
for new road department equip¬ 
ment, was sidelined as the judge 
noted the cost to the county each 
year to fund the ambulance ser¬ 
vice and jail, and then continued 
in the discussion of the Occupa¬ 
tional Tax issue, that was also on 
the agenda last week. (A separate 
article on the Occupational Tax 
can be found, beginning on page 
1 .) 

The court passed on an issue 
pertaining to work on the Ewing 
Branch Road as a state official, 
who was to be present to discuss 
the funding, could not attend the 
meeting. 

Magistrate Mickey Riddle 
and others noted that if work 
couldn’t be done on that bridge, 
there were others in the county 
that were in need of repair where 
the funding could be used. 

The court also briefly dis¬ 
cussed a grant that was supposed 
to be used to replace a drain at 
the Tri-County Animal Shelter, 
with no action being taken. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton County Fiscal Court is 
scheduled for Thursday, Febru¬ 
ary 19 at 5 p.m. and is open to 
the general public.

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A two-vehicle accident on 
Bypass 90 on Monday, January 5 
claimed the lives of two Wayne 
County residents. 

Betty Burnett, 66, and Mark 
Hodges, 50, both of Monticello, 
were both pronounced dead at 
the scene of the head-on collision 
by Wayne County Deputy Coro¬ 
ner Anthony Vaughn. 

The collision occurred at ap¬ 
proximately 5:34 p.m. near the 
entrance to the Wayne County 
bus garage. Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice Trooper Adam Childress 
stated that Burnett was travel¬ 
ing westbound on Bypass 90 in 
a 1999 Chevrolet Tracker when 
she crossed the center line and 
struck a 1998 Chevrolet pickup 
head-on. 

The truck, which was east- 
bound, was operated by Hodges, 
who was a bus driver and long¬ 
time employee of the Wayne 
County School District. 

The Wayne County School 
District issued a statement on 
Tuesday, January 6, noting that 
students, staff and parents were 
mourning the loss of Hodges, 
who most recently served as an 
instructional assistant at the pre¬ 
school. Superintendent Wayne 
Roberts noted that students knew 
that Hodges cared for them and 
“they in turn loved him.” 

“He was a people person with 
a ready smile and quick wit and 
was well liked throughout the 
community,” said Roberts. “He 
was especially popular among 
the school staff, whether it was 
helping a teacher in the class¬ 
room, bringing a specially pre¬ 
pared dish to a school event or 
tallying statistics for a coach, he 
was always ready to help or con¬ 
tribute without being asked.” 

The cause of the accident is 
still under investigation. Vaughn 
said that Burnett was taken to the 
Kentucky State Medical Exam¬ 
iner’s Office in Frankfort for an 
autopsy. 


Also assisting at the scene 
were the Monticello Police De¬ 
partment, the Wayne County 
Fire Department, Wayne County 
EMS and the Wayne County 
Rescue Squad. 

Services for Hodges, who is 
survived by his wife, Eashel, and 
children, Seth and Sierra, were 
held Thursday, January 8.

Monticello City Council ap¬ 
proved the second reading of an 
ordinance which will create a 
Monticello-Wayne County Parks 
and Recreation Department to 
oversee the operation of the 
ASPIRE Center and Memorial 
Park. The new seven-member 
committee, which will include 
the county judge/executive and 
the mayor, will replace the Park 
Board. 

They also approved the sec¬ 
ond reading of an ordinance 
amending their personnel poli¬ 
cies and procedures to create a 
position for a parks and recre¬ 
ation director. 

Council members had ap¬ 
proved first reading of the ordi¬ 
nances during a special meeting 
on Tuesday, January 6. Council 
members also received a copy of 
a letter from Park Board chair¬ 
man Todd McFarland at that 
meeting. 

In the letter, McFarland noted 
that on December 10, the Park 
Board voted unanimously to re¬ 
quest that the city and county 
take over management and oper¬ 
ation of Memorial Park “for the 


purpose of creation of a Monti- 
cello-Wayne County Parks and 
Recreation Department.” 

“We feel the park is in sound 
financial shape and that things 
are moving in the right direction, 
however, we also see that for the 
future of Parks and Recreation 
in our community and for our 
citizens we will be best served 
by a combined operation,” Mc¬ 
Farland said in the letter that was 
addressed to Mayor Jeffery Ed¬ 
wards and members of the city 
council. 

McFarland urged that action 
be taken quickly since operations 
will begin soon at the park. 

The Monticello-Wayne 
County Park Board was created 
in 1982 to manage and run the 
facility. Since then, numerous 
individuals have served on that 
board. The board was created by 
an inter-local agreement between 
the city and county. 

The Wayne County Fiscal 
Court is expected to meet and 
they must also approve the inter¬ 
local agreement before it will be¬ 
come effective. 

During Monday night’s meet¬ 
ing, Mayor Edwards appointed 
Charlie Peters to serve on this 
new committee. The citizen 
member appointed by the council 
is Scott Flynn. 


Two former Kentucky judge- 
executives attended last Thurs¬ 
day’s fiscal court meeting and 
outlined their proposal to review 
and update the county’s person¬ 
nel policies and procedures, job 
descriptions and other docu¬ 
ments. 

Misty Edwards, a former 
Green County judge-executive, 
and Ann Melton, a former Adair 
County judge-executive, have 
formed A and M Consulting, a 
company geared to help counties 
revamp and update required doc¬ 
uments that may get neglected 
as officials are busy with day-to- 
day operations of government. 

The two women, who have 
more than 50 years experience 
in local government, spent much 
of the day Thursday researching 
county records before presenting 
their proposal to the court that 


evening. 

Edwards said what was found 
was typical of most counties. 

According to the proposal, the 
company would complete the re¬ 
quired work at a cost of $12,500. 

The first draft of changes 
would be completed within 30 
days and a final report would be 
presented to the court in 60 days. 

Magistrates received copies 
of the proposal but no action was 
taken. 



It was the last item of busi¬ 
ness in the January meeting a 
week ago Monday, and nothing 
actionable at the moment, but 
Judge-Executive Gary Robertson 
asked the Russell County Fiscal 
Court to give consideration and 
their views on which direction 
the county should go with the oc¬ 
cupational tax. 

Robertson explained that he 
needed to have a first reading at 
the next meeting with a passage 
the month after. 

“I know it’s hitting you three 
new members early,” Robertson 
said. “But four years ago it hit us 
pretty early too, because we had 
to borrow $400 and something 
thousand dollars to get through 
the first six months of my admin¬ 
istration.” 

The new members Robertson 
spoke of are District One Magis¬ 
trate Terry Waddell, District Two 
Magistrate Patrick Foy and Dis¬ 
trict Four Magistrate Steve Rich¬ 
ardson, all of whom began their 
term beginning this month. 

At the time that Robertson 
spoke of, the county’s occupa¬ 
tional tax was raised from a quar¬ 
ter of a percent to one percent, 
and the maximum cap was raised 
from $800 to $2,500. The tax 
was passed with a sunset clause, 
meaning the court would have 
to revisit the tax two years later. 
Upon revisiting, the tax was low¬ 
ered to three quarters of a percent 
and maintained a $2,500 cap. 

Though there was no vote, 
and won’t be for at least a couple 
of months, the general consensus 
among the magistrates was to 
continue with the three quarters 
of a percent occupational tax and 
rate and the $2,500 cap. 

The county can expect a ma¬ 
jor blow to revenue with the loss 
of Fruit of the Foom last year, 
and budgeting will certainly in¬ 
clude cuts. 

In addition to cuts in occu¬ 
pational tax revenue expected, 
Robertson provided the court 
with a report from Kentucky’s 
Secretary of Transportation esti¬ 
mating a loss of $129 million in 
road funding for the state. The 
state gas tax is tied to the whole¬ 
sale price and not levied on a 
per-gallon basis, leaving road 
funding projections in part to the 
whims of the market. 

The letter did not give specif¬ 
ics per county. Robertson said 
at this point it’s in the Kentucky 
Fegislature’s lap to get some¬ 
thing done, but Russell County, 
along with likely all counties, 
will see a decrease in road fund¬ 
ing revenues unless action is 
taken at the state or federal level. 


The maintenance and up¬ 
keep of the Russell Springs City 
Park was the main topic at this 
month’s regular meeting of city 
leaders last Thursday at city hall. 

Mayor Eric Selby said that 
the city and park employees have 
been doing “quite a bit of clear¬ 
ing and cleanup work” at the city 
park in recent weeks. 

“Nothing had been done 
over there as far as the trees and 
around the playground equip¬ 
ment or back around the walk¬ 
ing trail for several years,” Selby 
said. “It is pretty visible when 
you pull into the main gate of the 
park, up toward the playground.” 

He said currently the park’s 
walking trail has shifted to be the 
primary focus. 

“The walking trail is used 
quite a bit,” Selby said. “A lot 
more than what most people 
think.” 

Councilwoman Sherry Daniel 
said that one of her constituents 
had asked her about any security 
at the trail and Selby told her that 
hopefully the clearing and clean¬ 
up efforts would help folks feel 
safe while utilizing the trail. 

“I would like to be able, from 
the backside of the trail, to see 
almost through to the other side,” 


Selby said. 

At the request of Councilman 
David Blakey, the council also 
discussed leisure opportunities at 
the park for smaller children, or 
toddlers, and Selby said that, too, 
was being looked into and hopes 
were the city could purchase 
some equipment in the coming 
months for smaller children. 

Selby commented that the ball 
fields at the park are in great con¬ 
dition as well. 

“For the last year and a half 
I’ve had the opportunity to be 
with the industrial authority and 
go to their meetings and you’d be 
surprised by the potential indus¬ 
try that comes in and looks at the 
county and city and want to look 
at what else is there to do where 
they could potentially locate and 
city parks are a big key to it,” 
Selby said.

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Clinton native Greg Speck in office as new Pulaski County Sheriff

in as Pulaski County Sheriff. The 
following article and photograph 
appeared recently in the Somer¬ 
set Commonwealth Journal re¬ 
laying the new Sheriff’s plans for 
the office. Speck, who has sev¬ 
eral relatives still living in Clin¬ 
ton County, is the son of the late 
Keith and Melba Speck. The ar¬ 
ticle is being reprinted with per¬ 
mission from the Commonwealth 
Journal.]

One of the most highly trained 
and experienced law enforce¬ 
ment officers in Kentucky be¬ 
came sheriff of Pulaski County 
at 12:01 a.m. January 5. 

Greg W. Speck, a former Ken¬ 
tucky State Police (KSP) officer, 
came up through the ranks to 
serve as commander of Colum¬ 
bia Post 15, one of the largest 
state police posts in Kentucky. 
Speck said he came out of retire¬

ment and ran for sheriff because 
“ ... I saw Pulaski County going 
in a direction I felt could be han¬ 
dled better.” 

As he assumes responsibili¬ 
ties of leading the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment, Speck said he is fully 
aware of a national mood gen¬ 
erating protests against police; 
threatening violence against law 
enforcement officers; even the 
recent assassination of two New 
York City policemen. 

“Officers have to be cognizant 
of that situation,” said Speck. If 
possible, he wants two deputies 
to respond to domestic situations 
and to altercations where weap¬ 
ons are involved. 

Speck noted the Pulaski 
County Sheriff’s Department has 
equipped all its full-time sworn 
deputies with body cameras. The 
Somerset Police Department also 
utilizes body cameras. 

“I did some research ... we 
bought 26 cameras the first of 
November and sheriff’s deputies 
started wearing cameras Novem¬ 
ber 14,” said sheriff’s department 
Lt. Troy McLin. “The cameras 
are really nice.” 

“Body cameras are good for a 
number of reasons,” said Speck. 

“Cameras protect the public ... 
and protect officers from unjus¬ 
tified complaints,” the incoming 
sheriff pointed out. 

Since elected, Speck has done 
extensive interviews with mem¬ 
bers of the sheriff’s department. 
“There have been some retire¬ 
ments, but a vast majority of 
the current staff will stay. “I’ve 
learned a lot (during interviews) 
with them,” he said. 

“One of my goals is to in¬ 
crease manpower,” said Speck. 
“Right now, the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment has 18 road deputies. Sam 
(the late sheriff Sam Catron) had 
20 (road deputies). The depart¬ 
ment has only three detectives ... 
there were six,” said Speck. 

As soon as staffing permits, 
Speck said he wants to deploy a

road deputy in east, west, north 
and south sections of the county “ 
... to cut down on time it takes to 
respond to a call.” There would 
be a “rover” to work county wide, 
he said. 

Speck’s close friend and Pu¬ 
laski County native Captain 
Todd Dalton has recently been 
named post commander at Lon- 
don-based KSP Post 11 of which 
Pulaski County is a part. Speck 
is optimistic that Dalton, despite 
KSP manpower shortages, will 
assign more troopers to Pulaski 
County. “Two troopers work in 
the county now ... I’d like to have 
four or five troopers here ... but I 
understand his manpower situa¬ 
tion,” Speck said. 

Speck hopes to resolve sev¬ 
eral cold cases. “One of the first 
things I’ll do after becoming 
sheriff is read files on every un¬ 
solved homicide,” said Speck. 
He said all information about 
cold cases will be turned over to 
him. 

To solve burglaries, Speck 
said he will initiate a computer 
program called “Leads Online.” 
A pawn shop operator will en¬ 
ter information about a piece of 
jewelry or other properties into a 
computer connected online to the 
sheriff’s office. “Our detectives 
can immediately tell if the object 
has been stolen,” Speck said. 


The new sheriff also plans to 
reinstate the Major Crimes Task 
Force. He said he also will work 
closely with Operation UNITE, 
launched in 2003 by Congress¬ 
man Hal Rogers to fight the drug 
epidemic in southern and eastern 
Kentucky. 

Speck says he has an excellent 
working relationship with all law 
enforcement officers in the area. 
He has talked with heads of vari¬ 
ous agencies and hopes law en¬ 
forcement in the area will take a 
“team approach.” 

Since his election, Speck has 
been putting together a new poli¬ 
cy manual necessary for accredi¬ 
tation by Kentucky Association 
of Chiefs of Police. The manual 
sets out about 150 parameters for 
a law enforcement agency. Speck 
said 14 sheriff’s departments in 
Kentucky are now accredited “ ... 
and in 18 months I want ours to 
become the 15th department ac¬ 
credited.” 

About providing deputies 
with patrol cars and uniforms, 
Speck said at this point he is not 
sure how this is being done “ ... 
but currently it seems to be work¬ 
ing.” 

He expressed appreciation 
to outgoing Sheriff Todd Wood. 
“He has been helpful ... both of 
us have a desire for the transition 


to go smoothly. I want to pub¬ 
licly thank him for allowing me 
access ...,” Speck said. A smooth 
transition assures the public of 
good police practices and in 
some cases cost of liability insur¬ 
ance goes down, he noted. 

As sheriff, Speck said he will 
primarily work a day shift “ ... 
but I will be out there at night to 
see how things are going.” Part 
of the time he will be in uniform 
and part of the time in street 
clothing,” he noted. 

Speck was a KSP trooper for 
six years before being promoted 
to sergeant and served at Hender¬ 
son and Columbia. Promotion to 
the rank of detective-lieutenant 
sent him to the Harlan KSP Post 
where he served for three years. 
He was KSP liaison for HIDTA 
(High Intensity Drug Trafficking 
Area). Then, he was commander 
of the KSP Intelligence Section 
in Frankfort before being trans¬ 
ferred to Columbia where he was 
commander of KSP Post 15, one 
of the largest state police posts in 
Kentucky. 

All the while Speck has lived 
in Pulaski County and commut¬ 
ed to work. His wife, Dana, is a 
speech therapist at Science Hill 
Elementary School and operates 
her own private business. They 
have a daughter, Megan, age 12.

but the rate at .75 has been the 
same since 2003. He added it 
may be easier and less harmful 
(to taxpayers) to increase the Oc¬ 
cupational Tax, and noted about 
the only other options would be 
creating an Ambulance Taxing 
District to solely fund that ser¬ 
vice, or some type of insurance 
premium tax that would come 
from property owners. “We’re in 
bad shape,” he concluded. 

Judge Armstrong said he, or 
no one, liked to raise taxes, es¬ 
pecially on the working middle 
class, and said he had been try¬ 
ing to decide on an amount of 
increase he felt wouldn’t be too 
much of a burden but at the same 
time create enough revenue to 
operate the county. 

There was then a discussion 
on rate collection percentage, or 
those who are actually paying the 
county’s occupational taxes. 

Occupational Tax Adminis¬ 
trator Virginia Conner said the 
collection rate right now was 
between 70 and 80 percent, but 
noting that in the past it had been 
as low as around the 40 percent 
mark. 


It was also noted that she and 
now Judge Armstrong, have both 
been working hard to make sure 
that the county collects the tax 
and indicated that County At¬ 
torney Michael Rains would be 
sending a lot more letters out to 
those who are not paying. 

The penalties for not paying 
could be stiff, as the ordinance 
establishing the tax allows the 
county to go back and collect up 
to five years in back taxes owed. 

Still, Magistrate Ricky Craig 
said it was “unbelievable” the 
ones not paying. 

Magistrate Terry Buster said, 
“I don’t like to raise taxes...no 
one in this courtroom does, but 
everyone wants to see the county 
grow and prosper.” 

Judge Armstrong noted with¬ 
out extra revenue, the county 
couldn’t properly fund the road 
department, pay employees and 
maintain other aspects of the 
county. 

Following the discussion, 
Magistrate Hershell Key made a 


motion, with Magistrate Johnny 
Russell seconding, that the oc¬ 
cupational tax rate ordinance be 
amended to increase the current 
rate from .75 to 1.25 percent. 
On a roll call vote, the measure 
passed 4-2 with Key, Russell, 
Buster and Magistrate Patty 
Guinn voting yes and Craig and 
Magistrate Mickey Riddle voting 
no. 

Although the court indeed 
opted to raise the rate, it is still 
a work in progress, according 
to County Attorney Rains, who 
pointed out that the increase 
would require an amendment to 
the current ordinance and further 
require a first reading, two weeks 
of publication and, eventually, a 
second reading and adoption to 
finalize the move. 

An ordinance reflecting the 
changes in rates is expected to 
be drawn up and presented to the 
court for first reading at a later 
date. No date for first reading 
was set at last Thursday’s ses¬ 
sion.

First canned beer goes on sale 

January 84, 1955 

Canned beer makes its debut on this day in 1935. In partnership with the American Can Company, 
the Gottfried Krueger Brewing Company delivered 2,000 cans of Krueger’s Finest Beer and Krueger’s 
Cream Ale to faithful Krueger drinkers in Richmond, Virginia. Ninety-one percent of the drinkers ap¬ 
proved of the canned beer, driving Krueger to give the green light to further production. 

By the late 19th century, cans were instrumental in the mass distribution of foodstuffs, but it wasn’t 
until 1909 that the American Can Company made its first attempt to can beer. This was unsuccessful, and 
the American Can Company would have to wait for the end of Prohibition in the United States before it 
tried again. Finally in 1933, after two years of research, American Can developed a can that was pressur¬ 
ized and had a special coating to prevent the fizzy beer from chemically reacting with the tin. 

The concept of canned beer proved to be a hard sell, but Krueger’s overcame its initial reservations 
and became the first brewer to sell canned beer in the United States. The response was overwhelm¬ 
ing. Within three months, over 80 percent of distributors were handling Krueger’s canned beer, and 
Krueger’s was eating into the market share of the “big three” national brewers—Anheuser-Busch, Pabst 
and Schlitz. Competitors soon followed suit, and by the end of 1935, over 200 million cans had been 
produced and sold. 

The purchase of cans, unlike bottles, did not require the consumer to pay a deposit. Cans were also 
easier to stack, more durable and took less time to chill. As a result, their popularity continued to grow 
throughout the 1930s, and then exploded during World War II, when U.S. brewers shipped millions of 
cans of beer to soldiers overseas. After the war, national brewing companies began to take advantage of 
the mass distribution that cans made possible, and were able to consolidate their power over the once- 
dominant local breweries, which could not control costs and operations as efficiently as their national 
counterparts. 

Today, canned beer accounts for approximately half of the $20 billion U.S. beer industry. Not all 
of this comes from the big national brewers: Recently, there has been renewed interest in canning from 
microbrewers and high-end beer-sellers, who are realizing that cans guarantee purity and taste by pre¬ 
venting light damage and oxidation. 

World’s largest diamond found 

January 85, 1905 

On January 25, 1905, at the Premier Mine in Pretoria, South Africa, a 3,106-carat diamond is dis¬ 
covered during a routine inspection by the mine’s superintendent. Weighing 1.33 pounds, and christened 
the “Cullinan,” it was the largest diamond ever found. 

Frederick Wells was 18 feet below the earth’s surface when he spotted a flash of starlight embedded 
in the wall just above him. His discovery was presented that same afternoon to Sir Thomas Cullinan, 
who owned the mine. Cullinan then sold the diamond to the Transvaal provincial government, which 
presented the stone to Britain’s King Edward VII as a birthday gift. Worried that the diamond might be 
stolen in transit from Africa to London, Edward arranged to send a phony diamond aboard a steamer ship 
loaded with detectives as a diversionary tactic. While the decoy slowly made its way from Africa on the 
ship, the Cullinan was sent to England in a plain box. 

Edward entrusted the cutting of the Cullinan to Joseph Asscher, head of the Asscher Diamond Com¬ 
pany of Amsterdam. Asscher, who had cut the famous Excelsior Diamond, a 971-carat diamond found 
in 1893, studied the stone for six months before attempting the cut. On his first attempt, the steel blade 
broke, with no effect on the diamond. On the second attempt, the diamond shattered exactly as planned; 
Asscher then fainted from nervous exhaustion. 

The Cullinan was later cut into nine large stones and about 100 smaller ones, valued at millions of 
dollars all told. The largest stone is called the “Star of Africa I,” or “Cullinan I,” and at 530 carats, it is 
the largest-cut fine-quality colorless diamond in the world. The second largest stone, the “Star of Africa 
II” or “Cullinan II,” is 317 carats. Both of these stones, as well as the “Cullinan III,” are on display in the 
Tower of London with Britain’s other crown jewels; the Cullinan I is mounted in the British Sovereign’s 
Royal Scepter, while the Cullinan II sits in the Imperial State Crown.

Grand Jury returns 84 true bills 

Although the January term of Clinton Circuit Court was very light with only three or four jury trials, 
all minor cases, before adjourning Monday the grand jury was in session for ten days and returned 24 
indictments. The indictments: two for child desertion; four for carnal knowledge; 10 for liquor in pos¬ 
session and selling liquor; one each for grand larceny, storehouse breaking, rape, permitting livestock to 
run loose, drag racing, detaining a female, breach of peace, and selling mortgaged property. 

Members of the grand jury were Kendrick Grider (foreman), Paul York, Mrs. Chester Brown, Joe 
Shelton, Mrs. Raymond Delk, Cub Harris, Henry Catron, Mrs. Kay Sloan, Glee Cross, Estell Brummett, 
M. H. Owens, Mrs. Glenn Phillips. Seventy people were brought before the grand jury. 

Circuit Judge Terrill Wilson appointed Bates Delk, Sherman Gibson, and W. T. Craft as the new jury 
commissioners for 1960, to fill the jury wheel with names to be drawn for the April and September 1960 
and January 1961 courts. 

At each term of court, the grand jury inspects the county establishments and reports to the court. 
This session, the grand jury made the following report: 

“We the grand jury find the courthouse in an inexcusable filthy condition. We feel the public officials 
should be asked to keep their offices clean. The halls and water fountains are dirty and we recommend 
that the law be enforced pertaining to spitting on the floor. The restrooms are in a filthy condition. We 
suggest doors be hung and a lady be paid a salary to take care of the ladies’ restroom and anyone found 
misusing the restrooms be fined. 

“We also find the jail in a very poor condition and unsanitary. It is in need of sanitary equipment. We 
suggest a disinfectant be used at all times.” 

Oldster boats lunker bass 

Lake Cumberland continues to produce lunker largemouth. The 65 year old Uncle Jim Frank Conner 
came into Bruce Sloan’s Grider Hill Dock last week blowing with cold and pride. He’d just caught an 8 
1/2 pound largemouth on a doll fly.

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Healthy eating during winter gatherings for people with diabetes

For people with type 2 diabe¬ 
tes, it can be a challenge to stick 
to a meal plan. Mouth-watering 
options such as honey-baked 
ham, buttery mashed potatoes, 
and sweetened yams are popular 
for festive dinners, while chicken 
wings, cheesy nachos, and chips 
are among the favorites at foot¬ 
ball play-offs and other gather¬ 


ings. 

However, you don’t have to 
completely avoid all of your fa¬ 
vorite foods. The key is to make 
a variety of healthy food choices 
and limit portion sizes. 

Follow these tips from the 
National Diabetes Education 
Program (NDEP) to help you 
eat healthy during gatherings 
throughout the winter season:
